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This  issue  of  the  NMRA  Index  contains  entries  for  Periodicals  published  in  1 988  and 
brings  the  Periodical  Index  back  on  schedule.  This  index  also  contains  some  entries 
for  articles  that  were  not  included  in  earlier  indexes,  and  corrections  to  entries  that 
have  been  brought  to  my  attention.  Several  magazines  that  have  been  included  in 
past  indexes  are  not  present  this  year.  Each  periodical  that  desires  to  be  included 
in  the  index  agrees  to  provide  a  complimentary  subsaiption  to  the  Indexer  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  magazine.  There  were  some  mix  ups  in  the  subscriptions  this  year  and 
several  of  the  Indexers  did  not  receive  their  issues  in  time  to  have  them  included.  The 
missing  issues  will  be  published  in  the  next  index. 

Acknowledgements 

The  dedication  and  cooperation  of  the  Periodical  Index  crew  continues  to  be 
outstanding.  A  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  effort  goes  into  preparing  the  index 
for  publication.  The  raw  data  supplied  by  the  Indexers  and  used  as  the  data  base 
for  this  year’s  index  comprised  over  2.4  million  characters. 

Index  Schedule 

Now  that  we  are  back  on  schedule,  our  goal  is  to  publish  future  indexes  by  June  of 
each  year.  I  believe  we  can  adhere  to  that  schedule. 

The  NMRA  index  is  a  subject  index  to  articles  selected  for  their  usefulness  to  the 
model  railroader.  The  articles  were  chosen  from  the  periodicals  in  the  following  list. 
The  primary  subjects  are  techniques  for  the  scale  modeling  of  a  railroad  and  its 
operations.  Product  reviews  as  well  as  modeling  techniques  and  prototype  informa¬ 
tion  are  indexed.  Articles  on  collecting  and  operating  toy  trains,  on  maintenance  and 
repair,  and  on  the  history  and  development  of  model  railroading  are  also  within  its 
scope.  Each  index  supplement  will  provide  the  modeler  with  a  broad  overview  of 
information  published  in  the  model  press  during  the  year  covered.  The  index  can  be 
supplemented  by  the  detailed  indexes  issued  by  each  periodical.  Additional  sources 
of  supplemental  information  can  be  accessed  through  the  resources  available 
through  the  NMRA  library  and  the  various  railroad  historical  associations. 


Subject  Classification 

Titles  formed  from  key  words  are  used  to  describe  the  subject  of  an  articles.  These 
words  are  generally  found  in  the  title  or  text  of  the  articles.  A  classification  system 
is  used  to  group  all  entries  on  the  same  subject  under  a  single  heading.  The  Guide 
to  the  Classification  System  will  help  you  locate  the  heading  for  the  subject  on  which 
you  wish  to  find  information.

No  changes  have  been  made  to  the  index  since  the  version  published  in  May,  1 989. 


Abbreviations 

Abbreviations  arKf  acronyms  are  frequently  used  in  the  keyword  titles.  Separate 
lists  of  these  types  of  terms  are  printed  with  the  index.  Specific  terms,  also 
abbreviated,  are  used  to  describe  the  contents  of  an  article.  These  terms  indicate  the 
amount  of  detailed  information  the  modeler  can  expect  to  find  in  the  article,  and 
whether  drawings,  and/or  photographs  accompany  it.
